The proposal to hold a world’s fair in Chicago 
in 1933 has been revived and has received the in- 
dorsement of Mayor Thompson. The exposition 
will be situated on a series of islands between 
Roosevelt road and Hyde -Park boulevard. Just 
what sorts of exhibits will be presented has not 
yet been determined. On every hand it is ad- 
mitted that the old-fashioned world’s fair, such as 
was held in Chicago in 1893, has lost much of its 
appeal. The last to duplicate it, the 
Philadelphia sesqui-centennial of a year ago, Was 
a failure. 
The mayor has offered his skill as a showman to 
the enterprise.
